TRENTON, N. J., April 1.— 
Col. Mark O. Kimberling said to¬ 
day he wcould delay the execu¬ 
tion of Bruno Richard Haupt¬ 
mann to the full extent of his 
authority as long as any legal 
actions that might affect Haupt¬ 
mann’s status in the Lindbergh 
baby murder case were pending. 

The warden, who halted the ex¬ 
ecution last night just at the hour 
Hauptmann was scheduled to die, 
set a new death date of Friday 
night at 8 o’clock, but made it 
contingent upon developments, 
with an especial eye toward the 
“runaway” Mercer county grand 
jury which is still undecided 
whether to Indict another man. 
Paul H. Wendel, for the same 
I crime. 

1 Expect Sensations 

j The tenseness that has marked 
' the furious pace of the execution 
week remained unabated during 
the day with reports that a new 
sensation in the case was very 
likely to develop. 

j The expected development was 
likely to come from the grand jury 
inquiry into the Wendel arrest. 
The grand jury, “running away” 
from the direction of Prosecutor 
Erwin Marshall who did not wish 
I to take up the case at this time, 
i reconvened today, ostensibly to 
: consider other matters, but with 
i further consideration of a possible 
I indictment of Wendel set for to- 
I morrow morning. 

(’olonel Kimberling said he 
; had "no intention of electrocut- 
I ing t.bp man and having the 
grand jury ee--ife out with a de¬ 
cision a few minutes later.” 
Should the grand jury indict 
Wendel on the strength of three 
“confessions” he is purported to 
1 have made—the later repudiated— 
there would have to be a court 
order. Colonel Kimberling said, to 
cause him to delay the Hauptmann 
execution beyond “the week of 
March 30,” which is the date set 
in the death warrant. 

Warden Doubtful 
The warden said the Friday 
night date was decided upon after 
a telephone conference with Gov. 
Harold G. Hoffman, who has been 
active in the investigation seeking 
a “complete” solution of the Lind¬ 
bergh case. 

There was doubt in the warden’s 
mind as to when the execution 
week ends — whether Saturday 
midnight or Sunday midnight— 
and he said if developments war¬ 
ranted delay Friday night he 
would ask Justice Thomas W, 
Trenchard, the sentencing judge, 
to rule on that point. 

Hoffman Threatened 
William Lagay, secretary to 
Governor Hoffman, said today sev¬ 
eral telephone calls were received 
yesterday threatening “an after- 
math” if Bruno Richard Haupt¬ 
mann died in the electric chair.

ROME, April 1. (cTl — Italy’s 
northern army smashed through to 
its first major victory over the 
troops of Haile Selassie—led by 
the emperor himself — Marshall 
Petro Bacloglio reported today in 
an official communique. 

Badoglio announced that 7000 
Ethiopians were killed and that 
the Italian forces had suffered 
more than 1000 casualties. 

The Fascist commander-in-chief 
said the Ethiopian king of kings 
fought personally in the battle 
yesterday in the Lake Ashangi 
sector, 30 miles south of the 
former principal Italian front lines 
at Amba Alaji. 

Simultaneously, the occupation 
of Gonclar, strategic Ethiopian cen¬ 
ter near the British sphere of in¬ 
fluence about Lake Tana to the 
west of the action on the central 
northern front was confirmed of¬ 
ficially. 

"From information from pris¬ 
oners,” the Italian communique 
said, “it appeared that the Ethio¬ 
pian troops participating in the 
Lake Ashangi battle numbered 
about 20,000. Emperor Haile Se¬ 
lassie personally participated in 
the attack on the Italians’ lei t 
flank." 


Paul H. Wendel, above, dis¬ 
barred Trenton, N. J., lawyer, was 
the most important factor in the 
48-hour postponement of Bruno 
Hauptmann’s execution last night. 
Wendel, charged with the murder 
of the Lindbergh baby after he 
had assertedl.v confessed the crime 
and later had repudiated it, was 
still in jail today while the Mer¬ 
cer county grand jury studied his 
ca-se. I’nable to decide xvhethcr 
or not to indict Wendel, the jury 
asked Warden .dark O. Kimber¬ 
ling of New .Jersey state prison 
to delay Hauptmann’s execution 
until a decision could be reached. 
The request was granted.

Defense 
Attorney S. B. Kaufman said to¬ 
day. 

A first hearing on the order to 
show cause was held about a 
month ago before Judge Scovel, 
but was postponed until today to 
allow more time to gather evi¬ 
dence.

Delay the execution? 

They didn’t do things that way 
in Santa Ana in 1892. There 
wouldn’t have been any postpone¬ 
ment of death for Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann then, if he had been 
awaiting his fate in Santa Ana. 

He probably would have dangled 
from a telegraph pole at the north¬ 
east corner of Fourth and Syca¬ 
more streets. 

That was the way 30 masked 
and armed men dealt with Fran¬ 
cisco Torres. And he wasn’t ; 
kidnaper, either. ‘ But lie was a 
killer. And he was lynched. 

The Torres "necktie party ” wa . 
the only such affair in the hiso.v 
of Orange county. Tones woike'l 
as a laborer at Madame Modjes- 


ka’s ranch in Santiago canyon. 
His foreman was William McKel- 
vey. In those days, so the story 
goes, there was a poll tax to be 
collected.

■ship piloted by Floyd Wright, in¬ 
structor at the Martin School of 
Aviation. During the afternoon, 
the crowds who attend the event 
will be shown exhibitions of stunt 
flying.

No, let's stay home and read 
the paper. 

All right, let s do both. 

Old Column I.iCft will take you 
on an angling tour while you sit 
at home, romfortably tucked up 
m slippers, hiding behind your 
'avorite newspaper 

Every fisherman has his 
choice, but we've got to be non- 
parti.san on this expedition, so 
we'll just “fish" for every kind of 
fish you ran snag off the glori¬ 
ous coBst of Orange county. 

.lust as a starter let's toss our 
lines out from the sand for a 
rorbina or two. This species is 
ono of the moat exclusive of the 
pi.scatorial family and to catch 
one is not only a very, very hap¬ 
py adventure but brings a badge 
of merit to the lucky Ike Wal¬ 
ton. They're choice eating, and 
you .should know that it is con¬ 
trary to law to catch Mr. Cor- 
liina with nets, or even to sell 
nr buy him. You gotta catch 
him your.self Record hooks y 
they are laiight the year around 
from Point Conception to r,ulf 
of California, but very few have 
been snagged around here yet. 
The boys arc using razor edge 
riams as bait. 

Corbina. by the way. is his 
corrert name. There are those 
who will call him California 
whiting, Corvina and surf fish, 
hut official records say they are 
wrong. 

You can distinguish a corbina 
by the single small spine at the 
front of the anal fin: the two 
dorsal fins being connected by a 
low membrane; the lateral line 
e.xteriding to the tail fin; the 
ab.sence of teeth on the roof of 
mouth and the tip of the snout 
[irnjcctlng beyond the lower jaw. 
Color is metallic, steel blue on 
the back, shading into gray on 
the side and white below. Is 
•sometimes as large as 18 or '20 
inehe.s 

While were on the beach we 
might as well have a try for a 
yellowfin croaker same family 
as the corbina and just about 
as exclii.sive. Hut not quite .so 
r hoiee a mor.sel. Caught in the 
same manner, clo.se to shore 
I-ook about like corbina except 
that they are fatter and their 
metallic gray color has a green¬ 
ish tinge: no upper teeth ami 
lower jaw sticks out like Max 
Haer's chin although not as far 
as a corbin.a 

bpotfin croaker belong in this 
family too and if you can tell a 
spot fin croaker from a plain 
croaker you’re an expert and 
have no biisine.ss on this ama¬ 
teur fishing trip .Spotfin are 
larger than their cou.slns, though 
Me sometimes is erroneously 
I ailed golflen croaker. Maybe 
that's a clue. 

Halihul nii^'ht just as well 
hav(‘ a look. .Sai<l to hr most 
Hvailabl«' north of the Mexican 
May anfl south of the bordor bt*- 
bnrdor b«‘tw*'on February and 
Iw^fn July and October. Which 
might make them available off 
our coast between May and July, 
perhaps. They like live bait, 
pieces of fish or clams. They've 
been caught as large as 

pounfls anri if you catch one ev¬ 
eryone else will know it if you 
lon'l. California halibut is their 
approved name.

LOS ANGELES, April 1. (JPl~ 
A resolution adopted by 10 mem¬ 
bers of the state board of educa¬ 
tion views “purported charges im¬ 
puting moral turpitude” to Vier- 
ling Kersey, state superintendent 
of public instruction, as “a shabby 
and poisonous hoax.” 

Without defining the nature of 
the charges, contained in an affi¬ 
davit filed by TJlric Trussell of 
Sacramento, a committee of the 
board, which met yesterday, de¬ 
clared in the resolution: 

“Said charges appear to be 
groundless, without merit, and 
come from those who are preju¬ 
diced against the state department 
of education, and particularly 
against the state superintendent of 
public in.struction. . . . 

"This board has no jurisdiction 
to officially consider the charges 
of Ulric Trussell against Vierling 
Kersey. . . . Said charges should 
be and they are hereby dismissed.” 

The re.solution concluded with 
the assertion that “this board de¬ 
plores the actions which have 
tended to bring education in this 
state into disrepute by giving 
state-wide publicity to what seems 
to be a shabby and poisonous 
hoax.” 

Kersey declined to discuss the 
matter. Mi.ss Alice H. Dougherty 
of Oakland, head of the committee 
which presented the resolution, 
said the case had a "big political 
background.”

Construction of a new $20,000 
fire hall for the city of Anaheim 
was seen as a certainty there to¬ 
day, following acceptance of a re¬ 
port by the police and fire com¬ 
mission by the city council at an 
informal meeting in the office of 
City Clerk Charles Griffith last 
night. 

The proposed new station would 
be a WPA project and would cost 
the city about $8000, council mem¬ 
bers were informed.

' itory with 10 beds and lockers, 
showers, a kitchen and store 
; rooms, it was recommended.

whereby the ch ct ran force an 
officer whom I'c believes to be 
inefficient to lake a .lO-day 'va¬ 
cation’ without pay That is the 
maximum, and there aren't many 
men on the force who will take a 
chance of .suen an enforced 'va¬ 
cation.' " 

Check on Officers 

A.ssi.stant Chief Fink went on 
to explain that further infringe¬ 
ments of rules iii.i'er civil service 
mav re.sult in the filing of charges 
with the civil .service board, his 
board has the power to recom¬ 
mend to the city council the dis¬ 
missal of officers when sufficient 
cause is shown. The board itself 
is subject to the will of the coiin- 
I il, and any member convicted of 
dereliction of duly may be dis- 
mis.sed after a hraring before the 
council. 

The proposed ordinance pro¬ 
vides that the civil .service board 
.shall consist of three men. One 
of tho.se appoin'eii shall .serve for 
a term expiring Lee. 21, 1937. The 
term of the .secoiid appointee shall 
expire Dec. 31.

In commenting on the propo.sed 
ordinance, A.ss.slant Chief I'ink 
pointed out that it will result in

the force; it will eliminate the old ; 
"spoils .system” of making ap- i 
pointments and rimovals, and will | 
put promotion on a competitive 
basis. This lafei phase will tend 
to make the officers more con¬ 
scientious. since it will ne neces- 
.sary for them to jia.s.s competitive 
I examinations before they can re- 
! ceive an advance in rank, he said 

The ordinanci al.so provides that 
^ any per.son who is a member ot 
either the fire police departments 
at present shall lie considered as 
having been cl is-sified under the 
j civil service. Dtticers also wall be 
allowed to maintain their present 
rank or grade in the departments 
I in which they sen e. The ordinance 
I also provides that any officer 
j holding the rank of .sergeant or 
: higher may, at the discretion of 
i the chief of po''ce, without ex¬ 
amination, be eligible (or the po¬ 
sition of a.S3istant chief. The a.s¬ 
si.stant chief shad not be demoted 
to a lower rank than that held by 
him at the time of his appoint¬ 
ment of a.s.sistant chief. 

j I'roUK'tion Citcsl 

"In drawing up the ordinance,” 
j A.ssistant Chief Fink said, ‘City 
' Attomey Blodget kept in min-. 

I the fact that the public as well as 
j members of the two departments 
I must be protected.

: tion is insured through the cre- 
! ation of the civil service board 
I and through the powers invested 
: in that board. 

1 "At any time complaints con-

World Peace 

W ORLD peace, that elusive, misunderstood, nebulous 
ideal that is the motive force of .scores of interna¬ 
tional organizations, has a long road ahead of it. But 
so does con.stitutional government; so do most of those 
things thinking people hold precious. 

If eternal vigilance i.s "the price of liberty” it is also 
the price of most other human advancements; and along 
with vigilance the price usually entails long suffering and 
many disappointments met with faith and purpo.se. 

There are some who say world peace i.s unattainable; 
as there were those before the Magna Charta and the 
F’rench revolution who said constitutional government wa.s 
a nebulou.s dream. 

Nothing in human relations is unattainable that is 
capable of conception within the human mind, or so the 
philosophers have assured us. 

Some practical minds are afraid that univer.sal peace 
will always be somebody’s pipe dream. Some are not sure 
that peace is the best thing for the human race. War 
sharpens man’s wits, keeps him valiant and improves the 
race, some say. 

The best answer to this last argument is that com¬ 
merce and exploration and science and athletics give the 
race all it needs to contend with to keep it in fighting 
trim. Modern warfare with its poison gas and its aerial 
death has little to do with valor and human fitness; it is 
cowardly and degrading at best. 

Universal peace someday must be attained; let’s hope 
it doesn’t come on the heels of the race suicide toward 
which we sometimes seem to be hastening. 

We Need Help, Too 

L os ANGELES chamber of commerce went after United 
States financial aid in a big way at yesterday’s meet¬ 
ing in the big metropolis on the Los Angeles and San 
Gabriel river flood control projects. 

Speaking for the chamber. Vice President W. S. Rose- 
crans said that hi.s organization believes that the United 
States government should spend ,$7.5,000,000 in Los An¬ 
geles county because: I—Heavy rains at times cause se¬ 
rious damage to life and property; 2—Los Angeles county 
has an assessed valuation of more than three billion 
dollars and a population of more than 2,000,000 ; 3— 
Floods are doubly dangerous because of the mountainous 
terrain and narrow canyons; 4—The district itself has 
already spent $60,000,000; S—The major portion of the 
mountain watershed in the county is in federal forests; 
6—The Los Angeles harbor development is menaced by 
silting; 7—Water conservation is essential. Mr. Rose- 
crans also pointed out the flood control work would create 
an unusual opportunity for common labor by the unem¬ 
ployed. 

Los Angeles county is not a bit bashful in asking the 
federal government to help solve pressing and costly flood 
problems. Orange county needs the aid, too—and should 
not hesitate to present its project with vigor and confi¬ 
dence in the ultimate outcome. 

Real Americanism 

T olerance and free speech are keynotes of a pam¬ 
phlet on “Americanism” just adopted as a source-book 
for speeches to schools by the Americanism committee of 
New York county posts of the American Legion. 

The Legion says that, “believing in freedom of speech 
for others as well as for ourselves, we must not attempt 
to abuse or silence them. . . . Our own history teaches 
that great and good changes, marking advances in our 
civilization, have frequently resulted from ideas which, be¬ 
cause they were new and different, were rejected by the 
intolerant.”
